NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

DEVICE  FOR   DISCOVERING   THREADWORMS   IN  HOG   TONGUES. 

Referring  to  notice  "Threadworms  in  Hog  Tongues,"  in|Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcements  for  August,  1921,  page  79,  attention  is  directed  to  a  simple  and 
effective  means  devised  by  lay  inspectors  R.  E.  Leam  and  E.  W.  Murphy  for  the  dis- 
covery of  these  parasites  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  dorsal  surface  of  the  tongue, 
where  they  are  likely  to  be  overlooked. 

The  device  in  question  consists  of  a  wooden  skewer  into  the  end  of  which  trimmed 
down  to  a  short  conical  point,  a  common  pin  is  driven.  The  head  of  the  pin  is  then 
removed,  leaving  a  little  less  than  a  quarter  of  an  inch  of  the  pin  projecting.  The  pin 
is  bent  slightly  near  the  tip  and  ground  flat  omthe  two  sides,  giving  it  a  concave  cut- 
ting edge. 

This  instrument  is  used  by  directing  the  concave  cutting  edge  upward  and  forward, 
and  with  it  scratching  or  plowing  shallow  furrows  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
dorsal  surface  of  the  tongue.  This  is  continued  until  all  the  mucous  membrane 
covering  the  dorsal  surface  of  the  tongue,  in  the  region  between  the  papillae  at  the 
root  and  a  line  drawn  across  the  tongue  two  or  three  inches  in  front  of  the  vallate 
papillae,  has  been  thus  examined.  The  region  described  is  the  one  in  which  the 
parasites  seem  usually  to  be  the  most  numerous.  The  parasites  are  revealed  through 
being  caught  by  the  pin  as  it  plows  its  way  through  the  mucous  membrane  in  which 
they  lie. 

At  a  recent  test  examination  of  500  hog  tongues,  in  which  the  instrument  described 
was  used,  only  one  tongue  was  found  to  be  free  from  threadworms. 

It  is  requested  that  similar  test  examinations  of  fresh  hog  tongues  be  made  at  the 
various  establishments  where  hogs  are  slaughtered  and  the  results  reported  to  the 
Washington  office. 

GELATIN  LABELS. 

Referring  to  the  notice  under  the  caption  ;  'Gelatin  labels"  in  Service  and  Regu- 
latory Announcements  for  August,  1920,  the  use  of  gelatin  labels  supplied  by  The 
Chemical  Paper  Co.  may  now  be  permitted  pending  report  of  laboratory  findings. 
Whenever  a  supply  is  received  for  the  use  of  an  official  establishment,  a  sample  must 
be  collected  by  the  inspector  and  forwarded  to  the  Washington  Meat  Inspection 
Laboratory  exactly  as  directed  in  the  notice  referred  to,  but  the  establishment  may 
then  be  permitted  to  use  the  labels  without  waiting  for  the  report  of  laboratory  find- 
ings. The  notice  referred  to  remains  in  effect  without  change  except  as  indicated 
above.

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EXPORT   CERTIFICATES   REQUIRED   FOR   MEATS   SHIPPED   TO   VENEZUELA. 

In  the  future,  export  certificates  will  be  required  to  accompany  meat  and  products 
destined  to  Venezuela,  as  the  regulations  on  importation,  elaboration,  and  disposal 
of  foods  of  that  country  proAude  that  meat  and  preparations  of  meats  will  be  permitted 
entry  only  when  accompanied  by  export  certificates,  properly  legalized  by  the 
Venezuelan  consul  at  the  place  of  origin  or  the  first  port  of  embarkation. 

EXAMINATION   OF   COLIC  LYMPH   GLANDS   OF   SWLNE  FOR   TUBERCULOSIS. 

Where  lesions  of  tuberculosis  are  present  in  the  mesenteric  lymph  glands  of  hogs, 
such  lesions  may  be  present  also  in  the  colic  lymph  glands.  Therefore,  inspectors 
should  examine  the  latter  when  the  former  show  such  lesions.  The  fat  containing 
affected  colic  glands  should  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  the  mesenteric 
fat  showing  affected  glands.

VIGILANCE  AGAINST  FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE. 

According  to  reports  from  the  representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
stationed  in  London,  England,  on  February  14,  a  total  of  24  counties  in  Scotland  and 
27  counties  in  England  was  under  quarantine  for  foot-and-mouth  disease.  On  that 
date  27  new  outbreaks  were  reported  and  71  were  under  investigation.  A  total  of 
outbreaks  had  been  reported  since  January  23,  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
had  authorized  the  slaughter  of  13,000  cattle,  3,000  sheep,  and  6,000  swine. 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  infection  being  carried  to  this  country,  all  employees 
of  the  bureau  are  urged  to  be  vigilant  and  prompt  in  reporting  any  suspicious  cases. 
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APPARENT    VIOLATIONS    OF    THE    PENAL    CODE    TO    BE    REPORTED. 

Memorandum  366  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  dated  January  27,  1922,  quotes 
section  32  of  the  Penal  Code  (35  Stat.,  1095),  which  reads  as  follows: 

''Whoever,  with  intent  to  defraud  either  the  United  States  or  any  person,  shall 
falsely  assume  or  pretend  to  be  an  officer  or  employee  acting  under  the  authority  of 
the  United  States,  or  any  Department,  or  any  officer  of  the  Government  thereof,  and 
shall  take  upon  himself  to  act  as  such,  or  shall  in  such  pretended  character  demand 
or  obtain  from  any  person  or  from  the  United  States,  or  any  Department,  or  any  officer 
of  the  Government  thereof,  any  money,  paper,  document,  or  other  valuable  thing, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  three 
years,  or  both." 

Apparent  violations  of  the  statute  cited,  which  may  come  at  any  time  to  the  atten- 
tion of  an  officer  or  employee  of  this  department,  should  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
Secretary,  through  the  proper  bureau  chief,  for  reference  to  the  Department  of  Justice.
